Others,  more  moderate,  regarded 
it  ns  denying  the  interference  of  the  civil  ruler  between  j, 
any  two  members  of  the  same  ehurcli — regarding  as  mij-, 
bdierers  all  of  other  denominations.  Others,  more  mode-! 
rate  still,  regard  it  as  acknowledging  the  interference  of, 
the  magistrate  only  after  an  appeal  to  the  church  has  been 
tried.  Neither,  however,  follow  its  meaning.  The 
apo.stlc  wrote  to  believers  of  ail  grades  in  the  church 
(assciiiMy)  at  Corinth.  Tlic  eoniie.\ioii  had  its  rise  in 
the  iiiaiiiiers,  nistoms  and  privileges  oftho  Jews.  The 
first  fiillowers  of  Jesus  being  Jew.s,  the  Christians  were 
considered  as  a  Jewish  sci-t,  and  treated  as  such.  Tho’ ' 
under  the  Roman  yoke  and  governmeiit,  yet  the  Jewsjj 
were  allowed  many  privileges  ;  cculiar  to  their  nation,  i; 
and  demanded  by  the  religion  of  Moses.  They  were! 
protected  in  the  free  exercise  of  their  religion,  governed  li 
by  their  own  laws,  and  had  their  council  which  might  ; 
try  and  [iniiish  for  smaller  offences, but  could  not  piinisir; 
capitally.  Kee  John  x\iii:  31.  In  ibis  lay  the  trap' 
wliich  the  Jews  laid  for  Jesus,  in  Joliii  viii:  3-11.  If^ 
Clirist  had  ;sai(l,  the  adulteress  ought  to  be  stoned  to'; 
death,  they  might  accuse  him  to  the  Governor,  or  obey' 
bis  sentence  .and  tlien  throw  on  him  the  blame  of  their, 
illegal  act — if  be  said  she  ought  not  to  be  thus  piiiiislicd,  i. 
they  niiglil  accuse  him  to  the  people  as  opposing  lliej 
laws  of  .Moses.  (Gerard’.s  Bib.  Criticism,  No.  527,  and 
Jalni’s  Arch,  (i  231).)  The  Christians  being  considered, 
as  a  Jewish  sect,  inigbt  have  availcil  themselves  of  lliev 
privileges  allowed  to  the  Jews,  and  had  their  disputes 
settled  among  tbeinscTves  as  Jacs,  instead  of  going  be¬ 
fore  the  Hcatlieii  magistrates.

he  well  known  to  every  attentive  reader  of  the  Bible. — ' 
It  is  used  as  a  general  title  for  an  officer  or  messenger; 
employed  by  Jehovah.  Thus  of  the  “  child  born,”  and  | 
the  “  son  given,”  it  is  said  “  his  same  shall  he  railed  thc''> 
mightij  God” — to  Moses,  God  s'aid,  “  I  have  made  thee!' 
a  god  to  Pharaoh” — aiidjosus  said,  “  If  he  (God)  i 
them  gods  mito  whom  the  word  of  God  came,”  &e. — 
That  is,  lo  Moses,  the  child  horn,  and  the  Judges  ofis-j' 
rael,  Jehovah  gave  one  of  his  own  titles,  to  denote  lhatj' 
they  were  the  messenger.s  or  representatives  of  himself ! 
in  the  offices  in  which  he  had  placed  them.  Other  in-  , 
stances  might  he  cited,  but  these  will  suffice.
